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CHICAGO YOUNG LORD KILLED BY STREET GANG 
"I HAVE NO REVENGE FEELINGS.” HIS WIFE SAYS

CHICAGO (LNS) -- Jose Luis Lind had just left 
the home of some relatives with Ins brother and 
sister-in-law. They were Puerto Ricans, and Jose 
-- known as Pancho -- had been a long-time supporter 
of the Young Lords Organization, a revolutionary 
Puerto Rican group on Chicago's northside 

The neighborhood at the corner of Damen and 
Chicago where they were waiting for a cab around 
midnight was an old Italian and Polish area riven 
with racist fear of blacks and Latins encroaching 
and long known for gang wars 

Suddenly a crowd of a dozen young whites 
appeared. There was the murmured ritual mcanta - 
tion of street encounters -- "What are you looking 
at us like that for?" -- and without another word 
the gang attacked beating on Pancho.. Virginia 
and Pancho’ s brother Jose Ramon with pool cues, 
baseball bats and clubs, knocking them to the 
ground and stomping them The police arrived, 
threw the victims in the paddy wagon and drove off 
No arrests were made. After more than 24 hours m 
semi -consciousness . Pancho Lind died. 

The Young Lords are no strangers to gang 
fights. They had gone through that before they 
reacted to the attack of urban renewal on their 
homes by turning political They discovered their 
real enemy and actively tried to cool out all gang 
fights But the death of Pancho Lind hit the Puer- 
to Rican brothers and sisters hard and in the days 
following the assault on April 9 there was lots of 
talk of revenge 

"Our revenge " the Young Lords responded in a 
leaflet to the neighborhood "is not dealing with 
other victims of the society but dealing with those 
that teach us racism and exploit and oppress us 
and make us victims of their racism We are not 
saying that Pancho’ s murder should not be avenged 
but instead organize ourselves to deal with the 
real enemy, the rich 1 tiling class We ask all 
those brothers and sisters who were planning to 
go out gang banging to get together with the Young 
Lords and gang bang against the system " 

It is hard tc put tins message across to 
angry and oppressed people who see this murder as 
a last, totally irrational culmination of abuse 
"Everything is coming down on the community." Rory 
Guerra of the Lords said "There's no jobs for the 
people. Urban renewal is pushing us out [Gov j 
Ogilvie is threatening to cut welfare The hospi- 
tal is not cooperating with the community You 
try to tell them it's class struggle . and they 
see all the white people doing these things and 
it’s hard for them to understand class struggle " 

When the police aimed at the scene of the 
beating, Rory said, "instead of seeing it was fi f- 
teen to three they said it was trouble with Puerto 
Ricans 1 Instead of arresting anyone, they let 
them all go and put him in the paddy wagon " 

They did not even try contact Pancho' s 

w i f e , Ang i c , who was m loront o meetin g ^ i t ;i \ i e t - 
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namese women. Friends called her as soon as Pancho 
was injured but when she came home it was to red- 
eyed. saddened friends and a dead husband * 

As Angie sat around her apartment, the four 
kids [ages 1 to 4) were putting on each other's 
shoes and taking them off or demanding something 
to drink, and friends were dropping by to chat after 
the funeral 

She tried to see the event as more than just 
a personal tragedy "My reaction to all this was if 
it had been up to me, I wouldn’t have ever looked 
for them [Three white kids were arrested by police 
after Pancho 1 s relatives pressed police for action.] 
The problem goes much deeper. Some of the guys off 
the block came over and wanted to gang bang, but I 
said this is a good time for us to join forces with 
oppressed people in that neighborhood. I have no 
revenge feelings I'd like to go down there and 
leaflet that neighborhood." 

That, in fact, is what the Lords intend to do -- 
leaflet the community of the attackers explaining 
their common fate, their need to unite 0 

Pancho had been with the Lords through all tneir 
phases -- from street fighting to social clubs to 
revolutionary socialism. He had taken part in the 
sit-in at McGormick Theological Seminary (which won 
a pledge of $600,000 for low-income housing in the 
Lincoln Park neighborhood), the takeover of the 
Armitage Ave . church, which houses YLO headquarters 
and the Emeterio Betances free medical center, and 
welfare demonstrations He was one of "Los Cuatros 
Lords", four Lords charged with aggravated battery 
for having been witnesses to the 1969 slaying of 
Young Lord Manuel Ramos by an off-duty Chicago cop, 

He and Angie had met back in the days of street 
corner hanging out and both had gone through the 
changes of political consciousness together. Angie, 

21. is Italian but "I never felt any tension" 
hanging out with the Lords. She and the kids joined 
in the McGormick sit-in, and gradually she became 
more active politically than Pancho, who was worried 
about the charges that had piled up against him for 
his political actions. 

"He got a political awareness," she said, 

"He realized the need for change Buat after this 
thing with Manuel, he became less active We had 
three kids and I was expecting another one, and he 
had a responsibility to the kids, you know." 

lie worked long nights as a parking lot atten- 
dant and just a week before his death quit the job 
and was planning to go to New York to find better 
work. His hospital insurance was terminated at 
that time, and now the family faces heavy expenses - 
(Donations to the Pancho Lind fund can be sent to 
People's Law Office.

Pancho Lind was a typical Lord in a lot of ways 
"People forget that the Young Lords were from the 
1 umpunpro 1 etariat class/' Rory said, "lots of us 
were just off the street. We were just pushed into 
the movement by urban renewal, by the death of 
Mamie 1 Ramos " 

iney responded with direct action, and the 

mjii::.. when YLO lea der Cha (Jha 
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Jiminez went underground last year, the Lords 
seemed nearly broken, but they have rallied. Now 
they are consolidating, spending more time on 
political education, trying to build a tighter 
organization with less reliance on one person, con- 
fronting sexism (their chief of staff is a woman, 
Marta Chevila), and building a solid base in the 
community, especially through their revolutionary 
health program (a free clinic for all, regardless 
of race, which has served more people in the past 
three months than in the first half year of opera- 
tion and community health education). They now 
publish a biweekly paper and have expanded their 
organizing effots to Milwaukee, where they recently 
staged the first political demonstration by the 
growing Latin community there. 

Pancho, 24 when he was killed, will not be 
forgotten by the Young Lords but neither will his 
death demoralize them. "One thing that blew my 
mind coming home to this after the Toronto confer- 
ence," Angie saidas she sat in the kitchen, worry- 
ing just a little about how she would take care of 
her kids and hold a job, "was thinking of this one 
Vietnamese woman who couldn ? t have been more than 
five feet tall and weighed 100 pounds. She told 
about how she was held prisoner for years and her 
family was killed. I have thought a lot about 
those women, about how they have suffered and still 
keep on struggling."

STUDENT STRIKE AT U 8 OF FLORIDA: 

ADMINISTRATION REJECTS BLACK DEMANDS 

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (LNS) -- Seventy Univer- 
sity of Florida students, mostly Black Student Union 
members, have sparked a student strike here -- one 
of Spring 71 T s first -- by presenting a set of 
anti-racist demands to the school’s administration. 

After going "up and down the committee struc- 
ture," they finally went to college president Ste- 
phen O’Connell with their demands for a quota of 
five hundred black students in the 1971 freshman 
class of 2800, more black teachers and admini- 
strators, a department of minority group studies, 
and better treatment of black employees, O'Connell 
turned down the demands, the 70 students sat down 
in his office, and were subsequently suspended and 
arrested for trespassing. 

O’Connell's reaction to the April 15 sit-down 
was predictable -- he is a member of an all-white 
country club, and was one member of a commission that 
voted to prohibit a black student from entering 
U of F r law school several years ago. The president 
probably did not expect a harsh reaction from the 
student body at this lastest move; most of the stud- 
ents are white and politically inexperienced. 

But on the afternoon of the sit-down, after 
the arrests became known and a bail -fund rally was 
sponsored by the student president, about one thousand 
students marched on the administration building; 
about three hundred of them occupied the building’s 
halls for an hour, chanting slogans and demanding to 
see O'Connell. They were evicted by a force of cam- 


pus, city and county cops. 

Met by tear-gas outside the building, the 
crowd returned the canisters and aimed a fire hose 
at the police. One group charged University buses 
in which 14 students who had just been arrested 
were being held; the attackers cut the buses' bat- 
tery cables and removed their distributor rotors. 

After two hours of fighting, two cops and two 
students were slightly injured and the crowd had 
retreated to a parking lot. The fourteen arrested 
people were charged with vandalism and trespassing, 
and were suspended* 

Meanwhile, president O’Connell appeared on 
campus T.V., insisting that the Black Student Union’s 
demands were "racist" and "academically unwise." 

Then he went home -- to find another thousand angry 
students on his lawn, yelling "O’Connell Must Go!" 
and "We came to help you pack!" He denounced their 
tactics, put his family in an unmarked police car, 
and split. 

A student strike was called soon afterwards; 
the Gainesville campus is now heavily-guarded by 
the police, and uneasy. Students are continuing to 
demand O’Connell’s resignation, and ultimate 
approval of the BSU demands, Tom Sippio of Miami, 
one of the fourteen arrested at the Administration 
building, says that the protesters will remain 
non-violent -- "unless they use tear gas or beat usJ’

GIs TO SOUND OFF ON ARMED FORCES DAY 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- Armed Forces Day is the day 
that military bases all over America are forced to 
open their gates to the public. Soldiers are made to 
put on marching drills and to generally act on their 
best behavior. This year it falls on May 15, and 
GIs are taking advantage of the open bases to declare 
a "People’s Armed Forces Day" complete with demon- 
strations, guerrilla theater, bands and speakers. 

Aside from May 15 activities, the G.I.-Airmen- 
Sailor Coalition at Ft. Lewis, Wash,, "Me Chord’ Air 
Force Base and Bremerton Naval Yard in Tacoma, Wash., 
is planning a work slow-down during early May. GIs 
United at Ft. Bragg, N . C., is preparing the men 
and women on the base for the possibility that they 
may be called to Washington this Spring for "riot 
control." At the Great Lakes Naval Training Center, 
in Illinois, anti-war GIs have been organizing around 
the People’s Peace Treaty and is planning an on- 
base rally for May 15„ 

Fort Bliss in El Paso, Texas, is planning an 
"Armed Farces Day Celebration," on May 16, with bands, 
speakers, and guerrila theater -- the focus of atten- 
tion is the People's Peace Treaty with the Vietnamese. 
Fort Hood in Kileen, Tex. , and Fort Campbell (Clarkes- 
vil le, Tenn .) are jointly presenting four demands to 
the government on May 15: U.S. out of southeast Asia 
and all foreign countries; free all political prison- 
ers (including GIs); constitutional rights for Gla; 
and the end to use of GIs in riot control and strike- 
breaking Ft. Carlson, Colo.’s May 15 action is 
going to center on attacking the Army's "New Look" 
public relations gimmicks. -30- 
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DISPOSABLE ALLIES IN LAOS 
“WE'VE USED THEM TO THE HILT"

VIENTIANE, Laos (LNS)--For years before Nixon 
invaded Laos with South Vietnamese troops, the peo- 
ple who bore the brunt of America's war effort in 
Laos were Meo tribespeople. Set uo on mountain- 
top bases where they depend on the CIA-operated 
Air America for supplies and for transport of the 
opium which is their only cash crop, they are armed 
primarily by the CIA and carry out raids against 
territories controlled by the Pathet Lao. 

The Meos have paid a heavy toll. Their army 
has been chewed up so badly that the average age of 
recruits is now 15 years and their total population 
has been reduced from 400,000 to 200,000. 

Naturally, this makes them something less of an 
asset as allies (or pawns). Here are excerpts from 
an internal memorandum of the U.S. mission in Viet- 
iane which indicates how the U.S. regards its allies 
in the hill tribes: 

n We must reoognzze that inasmuch as a great 
measure of the effectiveness of a military force 
lies in its fighting heart and its numbers, as well 
as leadership and equipment , the Meos and Lao Teung 
(another mountain tribe J are no longer the mzlitarg 
asset they were in the past- -particularly when 
weighed against the cost of their support in dollars 
and in all the psychological, social, hwn.anitarian 
problems tnat develop from the manner in which they 
are employed, 

"In other words they have been used to the 
hilt and as many of them are expressing --then have 
had it ! , . , 

"Our immediate problem, . .is what to do with the 
mass or rej ugees who are moving south and west into 
the already crowded hill areas of Xieng Khouang and 
Vientiane Provinces • The 1500 Black Thais as well 
as 39,000 ethnic Lao of Xieng Kouang Province have 
already moved into Vientiane Plain where they are 
either beiruj absorbed into the population or will 
show up as a social welfare problem, .. .'The hill 
people... are standing on a cliff so to speak, a- 
bandoned at present by their Lao government o^ r z- 
cials and looking to us to help then..

NEW YORK (LNS)--The Newspaper Guild fears that 
its journalists are becoming "agents of the govern- 
ment's prosecuting machinery," according to the 
Guild organ "Frontpage". 

The latest contract between the Guild and the 
New York Times pledges the Times' legal and finan- 
cial support for any reporter or ohotographer facing 
government pressure to reveal confidential informa- 
ti on . 

According to "Times Topics", the internal Times 
newsletter, an elmoloyee "shall not suffer any loss 
of nay or other benefits" and "need not suffer any 
loss of pay or other benefits" and "need not suffer 
financial loss even if he should go to jail." Earl 
Caldwell, a black Times reporter whose notes or. 

Black Panther Party members were recently subpoened, 
was mentioned as an example.

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A TALE OF GIANT-SLAYERS

uETROIT (LiMS) -- Tnrougnout history people 
nave Decoine neroes and created legenus about them- 
selves by destroying things which menaced travelers. 
To make safe a perilous journey has been always 
considered a great deed by people everywhere. The 
Greeks were forever grateful to Theseus for having 
killed Procrustes. Procrustes had a nasty pasttime 
of snatching travelers off the road and making them 
fit his iron bed -- if they were too short, he 
stretched them out; if they were too long, he lopped 
off tne excess . 

Sailors always revered the Trojan Aeneas for 
permanently separating the Clashing Rocks which 
used to crush whole ships when they passed through. 
And who could forget St. George who slew the dragon 
tnat ravaged the countryside? Robin Hood, too, 
used to help folks trying to make it through Sher- 
wood Forest by protecting them from the highway 
robbers . 

Now, in southeastern Michigan, there has come 
upon the scene new heroes looking after the inter- 
ests of the innocent traveler. On dark nights, 
arf«ed witn axes, hatchets and sometimes a power-saw, 
small bands of determined young people strike blows 
for justice and ecology. Though relatively few in 
number, already tne results of their clandestine 
efforts have been seen and appreciated by thousands 
of travelers on the state's highways. 

Their targets are the giant, leering bill- 
boards that crouch along the nighways, assaulting 
The sensibilities of the unwary traveler and 
causing dangerous distractions. With deft strokes, 
in a matter of minutes the roving bands fell the 
obscene creatures. There have been at least 80 
found slain in the past three months along 1-96, 

1-94 and U.S. 23. 

These giant-slayers move on the fringes of the 
law. Some have been arrested by the authorities 
and charged with malicious destruction of property. 
But according to a law of the state, the billboards 
were declared illegal back in 1966. Yet the 
monsters remained unscathed. Attorney General 
Frank Kelley, bearing a striking resemblance to the 
Sneriff of Nottingham, has said: "I consider it a 
tragedy i f young people are engaging in this will- 
ful destruction of property. This is certainly 
wrong and should be condemned." He suggested that 
the young people turn their energy into supporting 
another anti -bi 1 Iboard law. 

But the people's heroes know where that would 
get them. Already their exemplary actions have 
spurred others to follow their lead. The Detroit 
Free Press received an anonymous call from someone 
saying, "We're not a bunch of kids... We're doing 
it because the billboards block our view." He was 
referring to three billboards sawed down in the 
downriver area near 1-75. He was very enthusiastic 
and ended by saying, "Doggone, we might go into 
this full time. " 

And so the tale goes on. Will the devious 
Kelley be able to thwart the people's crusade 


against the billboard menace? As you travel the 
highway, remember those who are struggling to 
protect you and your country.

TEACHER DISMISSED AS BEING "WITCH" 

TUCSON, Ariz. (LNS) -- Anne Steward, an English 
teacher at Flowing Wells High School, has been 
notified that she will not be rehired next year 
after she was accused of being a witch. "I surely 
would have been burned at the stake by now if this 
had happened in 17th-century Salem," she said. 

The whole thing started when an expert on 
witchcraft and folklore was invited to talk to one 
of her classes. He talked for a short while about 
witches, and described their characteri sti cs . 

Witches supposedly have blonde hair, blue or green 
eyes, a widow's peak and like to wear devil's green 
-- a color between lime and chartreuse. A positive 
sign, the speaker said, is a pointed left ear with 
a node. Mrs. Steward has all those characteri sti cs . 

Naturally, her students started joking about 
her being a witch, and she took it good-naturedly. 

"I like to get the kids involved," she pointed out, 
and this was a good way to get into the folklore 
of early American literature, which she teaches. 

Later, she was asked to dressed up as a witch 
for another teacher who was also teaching a folk- 
lore course. She did so, and soon students started 
greeting her with, "Hello, witchie." 

Mrs. Stewart feels that part of the reason 
for her dismissal may be that she has had conflicts 
with the conservative administration in the past. 

The official reasons given for the action were: 

--Teaching about witchcraft ("having stated 
you are a witch") in such a way that it affects 
students psychologically. 

--Causing mental stress for many teachers. 

--Being a poor influence on subordinates. 

--Being insubordinate. 

However, Mrs. Stewart denies having ever said 
she was a witch and /school is unable to show speci- 
fic examples of occasions when students have been 
psychologically affected by anything she has said. 

She is now suing the school to be rehired, 
and plans to use "every legal strategem" available.

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BLACK ARTIST IS FREE: 

BUT "I'M AFRAID NEXT TIME THEY MIGHT SHOOT ME" 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- "It's kind of hard. It 
took me a while to get used to walking on the 
streets- I walked a block and aot tired. I don't 
even want to be around/, recausl after the second 
time I felt the police were trying to hurt me and 
I want to avoid getting my friends hurt. I'm 
afraid next time they might try to shoot me.' 1 

That is James Lightbourne -- black man, 
artist, tailor, ex-con -- talking. His is a 
justifiable paranoia. Lightbourne has spent four 
and a half years in jail and has never committed 
a crime. 

When James Lightbourne was 21, he was arrest- 
ed and convicted on a robbery charge. He waited 
in jail while the Appellate Division took two 
years to reverse and dismiss his conviction. He 
was a free man, but not for long. In November 
1968, an Orchard Street merchant was knifed to 
death, and Lightbourne was picked up and held. 

The evidence: 

++ A hat bearing the initials J.L. that had 
been dropped by the assailant. It did not fit 
Li ghtbourne. 

++ Tne identification of a truck driver whose 
windshield wiper had not been working at the time 
of the murder, when it was pouring rain. 

++ The identification of a witness who had 
run after the murderer, but who had been too far 
away to catch up with him, even though the killer 
had been hit by a truck and was limping away. 

Lightbourne spent another 29 months in jail 
waiting for his trial. He was one of 706 New 
York prisoners who have been held in jail without 
trial for over six months. While he was in jail 
he sculptured papier-mache heads and figures 
from old newspapers and soap, using tools he made 
from stew bones. The sculptures were shown at a 
library in Harlem during a news conference at 
which the artist's plight was publicized by his 
supporters, including the Harlem Cultural Council 
and the New York Urban League. 

Lightbourne was/^ouncl ^not guilty" of first 
degree murder on April 15. Now he is free again 
and he says he'll go back to the tailoring busi- 
ness he left off long ago. But he doesn't want 
to be around his friends.

PHILADELPHIA (LNS) -- A former FBI informant 
now doing draft resistance work says he changed 
his mind because of what ne heard at rallies the 
FBI assigned him to cover. 

"My downfall as an effective informer came 
when I found myself agreeing with what I heard 
said at the various rallies," Robert F. Tatman 
said at a rally sponsored April 16 by the Vietnam 
Veterans Against tne War. 

Tatman, 24, said he reported on about 10

events from 1964 to 1966 and was paid about $150 
for his efforts. He showed reporters copies of an 
FBI document stolen from the FBI office at Media, 

Pa. Tatman 's name appeared on the document as one of 
a number of persons suggested as possible informants 
for a conference of war resisters at Haverford 
College in August, 1969.

NEW YORK (LNS) -- "For the millionth time, she 
was glad she wasn't a boy. It was all right for 
girls to be scared or silly or even ask dumb ques- 
tions. Everybody just laughed and thought it was 
funny. But if anybody caught Joe asking a dumb 
question or even thought he was the littlest bit 
scared, he went red and purple and white." 

The above is a quotation from an award-winning 
children's book, "I'm Glad I'm a Boy! I'm Glad I'm 
a Girl!"

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POOR PAY UP TO 500% MORE IN NEW YORK SUPERMARKETS 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- Food prices vary up to 500 
percent among the New York area's supermarkets , 

according to a consumer survey recently published 
by the Manhattan Tribune. The survey found, as many 
others have found in the past, that people living 
in the lowest income sections pay the highest prices 
for their food. 

Some of the variations in prices compared by 
ethnic neighborhood were: 500 percent variation in 
liquid, heavy cleaners; 200 percent in canned or 
bottled applesauce, vegetable oil and canned tuna; 
and 100 percent in creamed corn. 

In predominantly white neighborhoods supermar- 
kets carry a service known as unit price marking. 

The unit price tells the customer the cost per 
ounce or pint or some other standard measure so you 
can figure out how much you're buying despite the 
different sizes and shapes of packages. According 
to the survey, a store which does not provide such a 
service will cause the shopper to miss the most 
economical buy nearly 40 percent of the time. 

In areas where the majority of people are black 
or brown, unit pricing does not exist.

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SOUTHERN JURY FINDS CHINESE STUDENT GUILTY OF RAPE 

HOUSTON, Tex. (LNS) -- "...if someone comes 

to this country and mistreats her people, then he 
should be punished severely." Paying close 
attention to the prosecution's closing words, a 
Houston jury found Millar Chick-yee Tsoi, a 24 
year-old University of Houston dental student 
from Hong Kong, guilty of rape and sentenced him 
to twenty years on March 13. 

In early January, 1970, a 22 year-old white 
student was raped by a man wearing gloves and 
disguised by a paper bag which covered his head, 
who had forced himself into her apartment. 

A few days later, in the same neighborhood, 
a middle-aged white woman was pi stol -whi pped 
by a man wearing a handkerchief over his face who 
had forced himself into her apartment. When she 
pretended he had knocked her unconscious, he fled 
wi thout raping her. 

Houston police never came up with the rapist. 
But since that time, women who live in the 
university neighborhood call the campus patrol 
whenever they notice men who seem suspicious to 
them or when they get crank calls. 

In early January of this year, Tsoi was 
picked up and charged with the 1970 rape when a 
student noticed him in the parking lot of her 
ppartment building minutes after she had gotten 
a crank call. 

Millar had been waiting in the lot for a man 
interested in buying his car. He was getting 
ready to go home, because the man never showed up, 
when police forced him out of his car. When they 
found some paper bags and a pair of gloves in the 
trunk, they quickly rushed Tsoi back to his house 
where they made a fruitless search for weapons. 

A few hours later, Tsoi was taken to police head- 
quarters where he was booked on the rape charge. 

At his trail, Tsoi's roommate, who is also 
Chinese, and the roommate's two sisters swore 
that Tsoi had been sleeping on the January, 1970 
morning when the student was raped. Another 
student, a white woman, testified that Tsoi was 
in the library at the time the older woman was 
attacked.

The highest incidence of leukemia occurs in the 
five western states in which the most DDT is 
used, in the cattle industry. Traces of it 
are found in much of what we consume -- in 
milk, for example. 

Chlordane which is four times as toxic as 
DDT and cannot be scrubbed off, is sprayed on 
food crops including sweet corn, sugar beets, 
sugar cane, broccoli, cabbage, carrots , radishes, 
strawberries, turnips, potatoes and apples. 

Stilbesterol is a hormone used in chicken, 
beef cattle and pigs to make them seem meatier. 

It causes cancer in animals and people, 
accelerates growth of tumors in people, arrests 
growth of children, causes impotence and 
sterility in men. It also shows cumulative 
effect. Canada has outlawed its use in food 
ani mals . 

Antibiotics are found in milk and chicken. 

They are _ dangerous to people with allergies. 
Consumption causes immunization to the drug, making 
it impotent to fight disease including staph germ. 
It destroys needed bacteria in the digestive tract. 

Arsenic is added to chicken feed and to 
insecticides used on grapes and tobacco. It has 
been shown to cause cancer. 


Many others appeared in Millar's behalf, 
including the director of the Internati onal 
Student Office at the university. But all of 
their testimony was ignored.

YEAH 
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TAPE RECORDINGS, AN INFORMER’S TESTIMONY-- 
BUT NOTHING INCRIMINATES BOBBY § ERICKA YET

NEW HAVEN (LNS) - -Of all the testimony offered so 
far in the trial of Ericka Huggins and Bobby Seale 
none of it has yet incriminated them 0 

Warren Kimbro, an ex-Panther, who pled guilty 
to second degree murder and whose sentence prob- 
ably depends on his performance against Ericka and 
Bobby, has told the story of Alex Rackley’s early 
morning death. Tape recordings of what the papers 
two years ago called a ’’kangaroo trial” of Rackley 
have been heard, and a number of cops have testi- 
fied. 

On May 18, 1969, two tape recordings were made 
of an interrogation session of Alex Rackley. The 
tapes begin with Ericka introducing the session. 

She is followed by George Sams (a Panther informer) 
and Warren Kimbro asking questions that are answered 
by a voice identified as Alex Rackley* s. 


to New Haven to kill Rackley. 

At Lonnie’s trial Kimbro said that he knew 
Rackley was going to be shot when Sams placed the 
gun in his hand, and he was told to shoot. Now 
he claims to have ’’surmised (translation: ’con- 

spired’) it for some time.” 

Continuing with his testimony Kimbro tried to 
further implicate Ericka. He said that they were 
looking for a car to take Rackley from the house 
when Ericka said, "Don't take Warren's car. It's 
too well known. 

The New Haven press freaked out on that one and 
the New Haven Register ran a headline which read: 
WITNESS TESTIFIES THAT MRS. HUGGINS HAD HAND IN 
RACKLEY MURDER PLANS . 

The next day, however, Kimbro admitted under 
cross-examination that his statement to the police 
had attributed that comment to Panther Rory Hithe. 

He testimony at Lonnie's trial didn't mention it 
at all. 


Everything, save one "sit down... keep still,” 
that Ericka says is in the past tense and she is 
coached throughout the tape by both Sams and Kimbro. 
Her lawyer, Catherine Roraback, attempted to es- 
tablish that Ericka participated in the taping be - 
cause she was intimidated by Sams, but was pre- 
vented from doing so by state’s attorney Markle's 
sustained objections. 

When the defense looked over the first copy of 
the tape transcript that the prosecution wanted to 
introduce as evidence Roraback immediately ob- 
jected to a sentence in the first few pages--it 
read "she grabbed him.” She said that she had not 
heard that sentence on the tapes, but Markle 
insisted that it was there. After a short confer- 
ence, however, a second copy of the transcript 
appeared--without that phrase. 

But as the tape was played other discrepancies 
were found in the new transcript. At one point, a 
female voice said, "Give his real name again.” 
Markle's transcript read, "Give his real name, 
nigger.” "It’s a lie” became "He's a liar.” 

But, never, at any time during the tapes, is 
murder, kidnapping, or conspiracy mentioned. 

Although Kimbro* s testimony was incrediby well- 
rehearsed, the defense found discrepancies there too. 

For example., Kimbro denied being afraid of 
Sams. Charles Garry, Bobby’s lawyer, had him read 
from the transcript of Lonnie McLucas' trial (where 
Kimbro also testified) . 

Q. "You were scared stiff of him, weren’t 

you?” 

A. "If you want to put it that way.” 


In the end, the defense got Kimbro to admit 
that he had seen Ericka in the house frequently, that 
she had known Rackley was around and that she had 
made, at Sams' command, a tape recording of things 
done to Rackley which she had definitely not par - 
ticipated in. 

The defense used Kimbro 's references to Bobby's 
May 19, 1969 New Haven speech to play it for the 
jury. On the 77 minute long tape Bobby speaks about 
black people's struggles and the Party's origins 
and purposes. The jury listened intently and, 
along with almost everyone else in the room, laughed 
sometimes and appeared moved by Bobby's passion at 
other times. 

It's clear that nothing Kimbro has said can 
prove that Ericka knew about a coming murder, much 
less that she aided and abetted one. A kidnapping 
has yet to be mentioned and Kimbro has already stated 
that Ericka never tied anyone. Bobby's speech makes 
no references to murder and kidnap. 

The state is apparently depending upon George 
Sams, their star witness who will appear shortly, 
to convince the jury of Ericka Huggins and Bobby 
Seale's guilt. 
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GAY COUPLES FILE TAXES JOINTLY

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A LETTER FROM MADAME BINH 

Paris- April 16 ; 1971 

To the American friends participating 
in the US* anti-war movement's 
Spring Offensive (April -May 1971) 

Dear American friends, 

I wish to extend my warmest greetings to all 
American friends of all social positions, politi- 
cal tendencies, and religious beliefs participa- 
ting in this Spring Offensive, Once again you 
are gathering in Washington, New York, San 
Francisco, and many other big cities to shout out 
the voice of genuine America, the peace-loving 
and justice minded America, demanding that your 
government end the Viet Nam war. 

More than ever, an end to the war has become 
a pressing demand of the people of our two 
countries, so that the Vietnamese people may live 
free from sufferings and mournings, reconstruct 
their devastated homeland, and heal the wounds 
in each of their hearts, and so that the American 
people’s wealth and energies may be wholly de- 
voted to the urgent demands of their lives. 

Yet, in his April 7th speech. President 
Nixon showed no concern about the aspirations of 
the Vietnamese and the American peoples., 

To our demand of an end to the war, Mr. 

Nixon answers that he will continue his policy 
of "Vietnamization. " i.e. the prolongation and 
expansion of the war. To plead for this policy* 

Mr. Nixon boastfully speaks of its imaginary 
successes, not only in South Viet Nam and Cambodia* 
but also in Laos ; despite the glaring defeat of 
the U.So and Saigon troops in Khe Sanh area of 
South Viet Nam and in Southern Laos. 

We demand that Mr 0 Nixon set a reasonable 
date for the total withdrawal of American troops, 
to come to a cease-fire between the liberation 
armed forces and the U.S. forces, and discussions 
on the question of ensuring safety for the with- 
drawing troops and on the question of releasing 
military men captured in the Vietnam war.

But the UoS. government, striving for military 
victory and domination of our people, has shown no 
interest for negotiations . All our reasonable

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’’CRISIS CENTER” WILL ELECTRONICALLY 
MONITOR CAPITAL PROTESTS

WASHINGTON (LNS) -- A flick of a switch at 
the capital Mayor’s Command Center can put an 
electronic console operator in contact with the 
President, with the North American Air Defense Com- 
mand in Colorado, with the Pentagon, or with the 
National Guard command. 

This is all part of an elaborate seven-room 
communications hub on the fifth floor of Washing- 
ton’s Municipal Center which has begun to coordinate 
around-the-clock surveillance and information on 
the three weeks of war protests that began in 
mid-April 0 

The ’’crisis management” Command Center will 
work with its Big Brothers in the White House and 
the Pentagon to "defuse a crisis should one de- 
velop,” according to a spokesman. 

Aside from its monitoring duties with tele- 
vision cameras, telephones and police radios, the 
beefed-up 30-man staff prepares a 20-page "In- 
formation Summary” for D.C.’s appointed mayor 
Walter E. Washington several times a week. 

A purloined copy of one report describes in 
accurate detail the kind of activity planned, the 
names and backgrounds of the slated speakers, the 
proposed time of the gathering, etc., seemingly 
limiting itself to publicly acknowledged protest 
plans, with no hint of "inside” intelligence 
sources . 

The Command Center will try and help coordi- 
nate the activities of the Metropolitan Police, 
the Capitol Police, the Executive Protection 
Police, the Park Police, the military police of 
the various armed services, the city’s ambulance and 
hospital services, and the D.C. Transit Company 
(busses are traditionally used by capital 
authorities as blockades around protest areas). 

In addition, it was discovered by an enter- 
prising news photographer last week that venti- 
lating turrets atop the White House contain 
cameras watching the grounds of the Executive 
Mansion. White House and Secret Service officials 
will not say whether the cameras watch people 
outside the grounds, but do say the cameras were 
installed before the Nixon administration. Two 
cameras face the south lawn and the Ellipse 
beyond; similar gear on the north side looks 
toward the north lawn and Pennsylvania Avenue and 
Lafayette Park. 

Beginning this week. District of Columbia 
policemen will be working seven days, twelve hours 
a day through the first week of May.

NEW YORK CITY GAYS ARRESTED IN CIVIL RIGHTS DEMO 

NEW YORK (LNS) --Five gay women and men of the 
Gay Activist Alliance (GAA) were recently arrested 
on charges of criminal tresspass at the offices of 
the New York City Board of Examiners. 

The five were part of a group of 70 gays who 
had set up a picket line in front of the office 
building and later attempted to enter it. 

The gays are demanding that the board pass a 
bill which will outlaw discrimination towards gays 
in NYC employment, housing and public accomodations. 
They also want the board to stop refusing to license 
untenured teachers when draft records and other sources 
show that they are gay and the resignation of board 
member, Gertrude Unser, because she has made public 
remarks stating that homosexuality is a medical 
problem. 

The GAA thinks that the board will pass the 
anti-discrimination bill. But the board chairman 
denies that homosexuality is used to bar people from 
getting teaching licenses. However, the GAA has 
produced many affidavits of gay people who have been 
denied licenses. The affadavits state that Board 
holds its decision as final and that it can not be 
appealed.

N. Y, C. TO CUT 90,000 CITY JOBS, 

CURTAIL MANY SERVICES 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- New York City’s Mayor John 
Lindsay has threatened to eliminate 90,000 city 
jobs and drastically reduce municipal services, 
unless the'-state legislature restores its cuts of 
city funds and increases the city’s taxing power. 

The uniformed services will take the brunt of 
the layoffs, losing 11,200 jobs in the police de- 
partment, 2,500 in fire, 3,630 in sanitation, 

10,800 in education, 12,000 in health and hospital 
services, and 10,750 in welfare. 

Also, five municipal hospitals are likely to 
be closed, all extracurricular school activities 
will cease, open enrollment at the City University 
will no longer be possible, and park maintenance 
will be reduced by 50 percent. Public employees 
are not eligible for unemployment insurance; all of 
these people will have to go on the welfare roll is 
also constantly threatened by cuts, 

Lindsay’s response to this latest peak in the 
"urban crisis" -- faced by almost every city in the 
United States -- is typical. Since he took office 
in 1965, he has consistently placed the burden of 
economic collapse on the shoulders of city workers. 

While blaming "Albany" for not coming through 
with funds, Lindsay takes it out, in the end, by 
actively opposing every strike by city employees. 

So it was in front of City Hall that city 
workers gathered to protest, the night after Lind- 
say announced the proposed cuts. They spoke 
bitterly to reporters who approached them -- occa- 
sionally lacing their anger with a wide-ranging 
radicalism that rarely gets aired on TV: 

"They make it look like it’s the city workers 
who are at fault for the mess the city's in, not 
the whole economic system," one man explained. He 
spoke for several minutes while a picket line of 
his fellow workers circled behind him. Their 
department will be reduced by 20-40% if the cuts 
go through. 

Union leaders reacted sharply to the announced 
cutbacks, John J, UeLury, head of the 11,000 member 
Uniformed Sanitationmen ’ s Association said: "Any 

such contemplated layoff means that New York City 
will become a vast garbage dump, a playground for 
rats, and breeding area for contamination, pesti- 
lence and disease." 


Department of Cultural Affairs, cutting the Urban 
Corps program by 50% (thus eliminating 1850 
temporary jobs for college and graduate students) 
and closing all forty offices of the Mayor's 
Urban Action Task Force. With the neighborhood 
offices of the Task Force closed, the mayor’s 
attempts "to bring the government closer to the 
people" are dead. 

Legislators in Albany do not appear to be 
moved by Lindsay's pleas for more more money. 

While they say there might be more money avail- 
able, they haVe advised the mayor to close the 
budget gap by "tightening his belt." 

Governor Rockefeller has said the cutbacks 
"would about bring the city back to where it was 
when Mr. Lindsay took over," The Lindsay 
administration has added 70,000 jobs since the 
Mayor took office in 1966, the Governor said. 

But Governor Rockefeller is a strange one 
to urge economizing measures. His still- 
unfinished Albany Mall South Project will cost 
the taxpayers over $1 billion in construction costs 
alone, with an additional $500 million in interest 
payments. The new state government buildings 
will cost six times the original estimate, and its 
all on the public bill.

RACISM AND THE DRAFT PAMPHLET AVAILABLE 

CHICAGO (LNS) -- A research paper entitled 
"Thirty Years of Selective Service Racism" has 
been prepared by the National Black Draft 
Counselors, The report documents discrimination 
in drafting Black men during World War II, the 
Korean War, and the war in Vietnam, It was 
presented at the recent White House Conference 
on Youth in Estes Park, Colorado.

WASHINGTON (LNS) -- Still smarting from the 
embarassment of having one of the FBI’s own 
offices repped off, J„ Edgar Hoover has hushed up 
another humiliating theft. Someone made off with 
his birth plaque which used to hold the place 
of honor in Washington's Capitol Hill Methodist 
Church. 


The Uniformed Fire Officers Association said 
that a continuing increase in civilian deaths in 
fires could put the Mayor "in the history books 
alongside Nero. m The American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees is calling a massive 
demonstration for April 27 at City Hall, After- 
wards, demonstrators will be bussed to Albany, the 
state capital, where they will also protest.

PANTHER SAMUEL NAPIER MURDERED 
LIBERATION News Service 

[Editor’s note: The author, who wishes to re- 

ma in anonymous, knew Samuel Napier personally 
and has worked for several years with the Black 
Panthers. ] 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- In the early morning 
hours of April 17 unknown assailants entered the 
Corona branch office of the Black Panther Party 
in Queens, where a tall thin young man with a 
baby worked alone. The Corona branch remained 
loyal to the Party when other New York chapters 
alligned themselves with exiled Party members 
in Algiers and split off from the national 
organization. The Corona office has been a 
center for distribution of the Black Panther 
Party Intercommunal News Service published by 
the party. Samuel Napier, 32, the young man in 
the office, has for some time been in charge 
of distribution of the paper* 

Whoever entered the office that night bound 
and gagged the two Panthers, shot Sam in the 
back and set fire to the building. The baby 
and the woman, Gwen Dolores Morton, 21, were 
rescued alive. Sam never stood a chance. 

Sam did not have a specific title, had not 
made speeches, never even wrote articles for the 
paper whose distribution and circulation he was 
solely responsible for. But Samuel Napier embodied 
the true spirit of the Panther principle ,f Serve 
the People” in his work, and practiced the 
”daily heroism” of which Lenin spoke when he 
described what is needed to build a revolution. 

Sam was one of the first people tc join the 
original Black Panther Party for Self Defense 
when it was organized in Oakland, Calif., and 
he served a variety of functions. Tall, skinny, 
friendly but quiet, Sam was always there to do 
whatever work was needed when the young party 
was growing. When the party began to branch out 
to other cities and form coalitions with other 
organizations, Sam quickly became known to a 
large number of people as he helped to supply 
Panther literature and the party paper to all who 
were interested. 

When a branch of the Party was established in 
San Francisco Sam began to do most of his work 
from there. Until he was sent to New York about 
a year ago, he worked out of the National Distri- 
bution Center on Fillmore St., putting in long hours 
handling all the behind-the-scenes work that 
makes a paper possible. Despite his long hours 
and hard work, and the immense pressure he was 
under all the time, Sam was never angry, never 
quarrellsome . He was one of those rare people 
everyone liked, everyone respected. He was 
totally dedicated to the party and in the end, 
his life was taken as he had lived it -- in 
service of the party. 

Although it is true that other people will 
step in to do the work that Sam was carrying out, 
the personal and political loss is great. The 
political aspect of his death is a bitter reflection 
of the worst aspects of the division publicly 
engendered in the Party irom Algiers an d

thoroughly capitalized on by those who would want 
to destroy the Black Panther Party. Many 
people reacted to the death of Robert Webb 
[a Panther siding with the Algiers faction who 
was slain in New York recently] as something 
obviously perpetrated in the interests of the 
pigs. "What could have been more opportune,” 
asked one observer, ”than for the pigs to seize 
on a division among Black Panthers by murdering 
a member of one side and shifting the blame 
on the other? They hope they can push the 
political differences into a bloody, fratricidal 
war.” 

If police agents were expecting the New York 
Panthers to react to the killing of Robert Webb 
by attacking Panthers still loyal to the national 
organization, those same agents could be expected 
to assassinate a Panther from the opposing 
political side if their original plan failed 
to produce the desired result. There is, of course, 
no way to establish at this point who actually 
murdered Sam. But the party believes it was 
the work of the pigs, since his death serves 
their interests. 

The police have added to their suspicion 
by arresting on weapons charges both Corona 
Panthers and members of the national leadership, 
instead of members of the Algiers faction whom 
they should presumably suspect of the killing. 

An official statement from the Black Panther 
Party will be read at Samuel’s funeral which is 
scheduled to take place on April 22 in the 
Oakland church where Jonathan Jackson’s funeral 
was held last August. 
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500 NORTH AMERICAN WOMEN MEET WITH 

THEIR INDOCHINESE SISTERS IN CANADA 

TORONTO, Canada (LNS) -- From the Midwest, 

New England, Southern and Eastern United States 
and from all over Eastern Canada, over 500 women 
«ade their way to Toronto for the first conference 
with our Indochinese sisters ever to be held in 
North America* 

The highlight of the conference was the 
presence of the six Indochinese women who came 
from South Vietnam, North Vietnam and Laos to 
talk to North American women about the war 
effort and the women's movement. 

The conference opened on Friday night, 

April 9, with a cultural event and the exchange 
of gifts. We gave the Indochinese women medical 
supplies and beautiful crafts and embroidery 
depicting the struggle in Indochina and desk 
supplies which they had specifically requested. 

They brought us rings made from U.S. planes 
shot down over their countries. 

Women from Venezuela, Santa Domingo and Japan 
who had come to t lie conference as members of ^ * 

the U.S. 3rd world women’s contingent, gave talks 
about their countries. The evening ended with 
the singing of "Rower to the People." 

Un SatLlrda - v mornin g U.S. and Canadian women 
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gave presentations on the women* s movement and 
gay women gave a separate talk. 

In the afternoon session the Indochinese 
women spoke about life in Vietnam and Laos and 
about their own lives . One Laotian sister had 
walked 200 miles across mountainous land to 
Hanoi. It took her three months to be able to 
come to the conference. One South Vietnamese 
woman had been held and tortured in the tiger 
cages for six years before she was released. 

Most of the women were teachers. One North 
Vietnamese woman we met is a university 
professor and another is an obstetrician 0 * 

During the rest of the time American and Indo- 
chinese women met in smaller workshops. 

Several times the Indochinese women sang 
to us and once they shared a lunch table with 
several lucky women. They spoke of the women* s 
movement in Vietnam and Laos as part of the 
whole revolutionary struggle: "Men are not 

the enemy, the system is.” They spoke about 
how they educate their children to know the 
enemy -- the U.S. administration, not the 
American people. 

We saw slides of children who were born 
deformed from U.S. toxic chemical attacks on 
their countries. We also saw a film about 
life in Laos and another about war atrocities. 

When we weren*t talking to the Indochinese 
women. North American women would get together and 
discuss the difference between revolutionary 
politics in North America and in Indochina. 

The conference was marred by occassional 
bitter feuding among the North American women, 
but most sisters returned to their towns and 
cities encouraged and impressed by the strength 
and simplicity of their new Indochinese friends. 
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SPRINGTIME IN THE ROCKIES: 

WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE ON YOUTH 

DENVER (LNS) -- The once-a-decade White 
House Conference on Youth is meeting in an 
isolated Rocky Mountain YMCA Camp buried under 
two feet of snow, 1500 miles from Washington. 

Here, safe from the threat of massive disruption, 
the 1500 delegates are discussing such topics 
as U.S. foreign policy, race relations, legal 
rights, culture, the draft, drugs and ecology, 
with the aim of drawing up recommendations to 
be. presented to Mr. Nixon« 

Organized by Stephen Hess, former aide to 
Nixon and head of last December’s White House 
Conference on Children, the conference includes 
1,000 carefully screened, ’’statistically 
selected” youth between the ages of 18 and 25, 
and 500 adults chosen for the ’’expertise,” 

Among the adults are officials of RAND Corpora- 
tion, various Chambers of Commerce, the 
American Bankers Assocation and other similar 
groups noted for their community involvement. 

A group calling itself ’’Joint Effort” is 
also attending the inaccessible but ’’open” 
conference to "make sure that the conference 


will not be manipulated into endorsing the 
administration’s policies.” The response to them 
from the delegates was in some cases favorable 
although they made it clear they weren’t going to 
be ’’ripped off” by anyone -- White House devotees 
or ’’radicals on a power trip.” 

But the conference has not been quite as tame 
as the precautions sought to ensure. Caucuses 
have formed calling for the immediate withdrawal 
of American troops from Vietnam, an end to the 
draft, alternate forms of education and a code 
of rights for students. The poverty program has 
been criticized for treating symptoms rather than root 
causes and American foreign policy has been termed 
reflexive anti -communism. Women, Blacks, Chicanos 
and Indians have all formed their own caucuses. 

The Blacks are threatening to walk out, 
finding it impossible to make themselves heard. 

Hess has termed the dissension "healthy diversity. 

Though a majority of the delegates seem to be 
thrilled by being chosen to participate, there 
are some who consider the conference a whitewash 
and a fraud. The careful screening of the delegates, 
the White House refusal to release the names of 
the delegates, the veto power of Hess over 
prospective speakers (former Sec. of the Interior 
Walter Hickel was not permitted to address the 
conference) have all been cited as evidence that 
the conference is no more than a farcical attempt 
of the administration to show concern. The 
fact that the $300,000 allocated for implementation 
of those recommendations deemed "feasible” by the 
government is being used to print up reports of 
the youth conference only strengthens the impression 
that the conference is merely another of Nixon’s 
PR stunts. 

The conference ends this April 22, at which 
time a plenary session will vote on recommendations 
brought to the floor by delegates.
